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Guidance Group Off To Good Start 


Interesting Program Outlined At Monday Meeting; 
Andover People Elected; Problems Discussed 


Last May, a small group of people interested in vocational 
guidance for school pupils met in the Andover Inn with the 
idea of forming some sort of a regional association to advance 
their aims. At the meeting, an organizing committee was ap- 
pointed to contact and enlist the support of interested agencies 
and individuals throughout the Merrimac Valley. September 
20, a larger group of 25 outlined plans for a constitution for 
the newly-formed Merrimac Valley Guidance Association. 
Monday night, climaxing such progressive activity, more than 
75 people were present at a banquet in the Andover Inn to 
ratify the constitution, elect officers, and plan their work for 


the coming year. 
Andover People Elected 


Andover people, who had taken a 
large part in the organization, re- 
ceived due credit in the list of of- 
ficers drawn up by the nominating 
committee. John Brodhead of 15 
High street was elected president 
of the body, with Edward Manning 
and Mrs. Emma G. Carter of the 
Punchard faculty as first vice-presi- 
dent and chairman of the enter- 
tainment committee, respectively. 
Clarence Campbell of Arundel 
street was chosen recording secre- 
tary. 

Other’ officers elected were: 
Edward McCabe of Lawrence, sec- 
ond vice-president; Mrs. Cora M. 
Barry, Newburyport, secretary- 
treasurer; Richard Wallace of 
Haverhill, Edward Gibbs of Sau- 
gus and Rev. Brother Marcellus. of 
St. John’s Preparatory School as 
trustees for two years, and Miss 
Mary E. Tobin of Lowell, Miss 
Margaret Cobb of Manchester, 
N. H., and Everett B. Sachett of 
New Hampshire University as trus- 
tees for one year. Edward H. Mc- 
Cabe of Lawrence was made chair- 
man of the press relations commit- 
tee, and Frank Gaines of Marble- 
head, promotion committee chair- 
man, 


New President “Drafted” 


The new president of the as- 
sembly, John Brodhead, was. dratft- 
ed for the position, as is ‘the cus- 
tom with presidents nowadays. He 
has lived in Andover only a year. 
Formerly a resident of Freeland, 
Pa., he served for three years as 
director of placement at Lehigh 
University, and has been secretary 
to the Y. M. C. A. in several large 
cities. While affiliated with this 
organization at New Haven, Conn., 
he founded and developed, and 
served as educational director of 
the New Haven Junior College. 

Mr. Manning and Mrs. Carter are 
co-chairmen of ‘the vocational 
guidance department at Punchard 
High School, and already have had 
a striking success in formulating, 
with the League of Women Voters, 
codes of standards for household 
work and part-time employment of 
high school students. 

Clarence Campbell is another 
new resident in Andover. Before 
coming here, he was a Y. M.C. A. 
secretary in Burlington Vt., and 
how holds the same position in 
Lawrence. 


Dollar A Year Man 


Interesting and authoritative 
Speakers struck the keynote of the 
new organization’s endeavors, in 
several short addresses. The open- 
ing speaker, Clarence McDavitt, 
has earned 73 cents so far as a 


dollar-a-year man with the federal 
government, being district man- 
ager of the Northern New England 
OPM, in the Training-Within-Indus- 
try Labor Division. He was former- 
ly a vice-president of the New 
England Telephone & ‘Telegraph 
Company, and president of the 
Dartmouth College alumni associ- 
ation, as well as a delegate repre- 
senting President Roosevelt at the 
international labor congresses at 
Geneva and Havana. 

Speaking on the topic, “Training 
Within Industry,’ he emphasized 
the connection between this sub- 
ject and vocational guidance. In 
view of the rapid acceleration of 
the defense program, he said, every 
executive of a defense plant is 
faced with the problem of getting 
capable workers for vastly in- 
creased production. New workers 
must be trained for defense jobs, 
and, time being so short, haphazard 
methods will not work. Before and 
during employment of inexperi- 
enced workers, a definite and well- 
organized training program is 
needed. The trade schools within 
defense plants, he said, cannot do 
the whole job of developing new 
craftsmen, since the time element 
is so important. 

This need of a large number of 
skilled workers was seen early in 
the defense boom, he said, and a 
group of 25 leading industrialists 
met in Washington to study meth- 
ods of supplying the demand. The 
result of their efforts was a series 
of bulletins, by means of which a 
good training program can now be 
set up in any shop, and the time 
ordinarily consumed in such a 
process cut at least in half. 


Employers Incredulous 

Yet, strangely enough, he pointed 
out, New England businessmen do 
not seem to want to avail them- 
selves of this organized training 
program. In the four nothern New 
England states, there are 15,000 
manufacturing concerns; of these, 
the astonishing total of 88 percent 
employ less than 200 people. This 
condition makes the work of voca- 
tional guidance here much more 
difficult than in other parts of the 
country. 

Following their centuries-old tra- 
dition, New England mill and shop 
owners would like to solve their 
own problems in their own way, 
he indicated. In many cases, 
though representatives of the 
Washington conference have tried 
repeatedly to contact them, they 
do not even know that training 
programs exist. With the labor 
shortage so acute, the only out- 
come of such a situation is a vlo- 
lent increase in wages, and eventu- 
ally, inflation. 


He concluded with the indication 
that a systematic method of cor- 
relation between the vocational 
guidance agency and the employer 
is yet to be found. 


Newton Reorganized Schools 


Miss Mary Tobin, dean of girls 
at the Lowell High School, gave a 
brief outline of the way school 
programs have been organized in 
Newton to point definitely to de- 
fense training. In English courses, 
for instance, emphasis is placed on 
respect to authority and love of 
country; in chemistry, gas defense 
and the properties of oxygen, and 
in home economics, field canteen 
work is taught. 


John Brodhead, who served as 
toastmaster at the dinner, next in- 
troduced George P. Haley of Bos- 
ton, state supervisor of occupa- 
tional information and vocational 
counseling, which, Mr. Haley ad- 
mitted, was a large enough title 
for any one man to carry. He 
sounded a forceful warning that 
the schools in every community 
were drifting apart from other 
service agencies, and recommended 
the organization of some sort of a 
central agency embracing represen- 
tatives of each. Ultimately, he 
said, they all have the same aim, 
and they should realize that the 
problem is not that of the schools 
alone. 


Central Committee Needed 


To eliminate this rift, he advo- 
cated local committees, made up 
of representatives of industrial, 
school, civic, fraternal and re- 
ligious groups, to analyze industry 
in their own communities, and to 
check up on the occupations of re- 
cent school graduates, and to study 
the individual problems of children 
still in the school systems. While 
these committees would in no sense 
replace the town school boards, 
their recommendations about 
changes in curriculums would be 
expected to weigh heavily in school 
board deliberations. 

“Mr. Manning and Mrs. Carter,” 
he said, “have fostered an excel- 
lent program here in Andover. 
The code they have developed for

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Local State Guardsmen Help 


In Search For Lost Child 


Praised For Efficient Work 
In First Emergency Duty— 
Lieut. W. R. Hill In Charge 


Several local state guardsmen 
had their first taste of emergency 
duty last week-end, when the third 
battalion, 24th infantry, of which 
they are members, took part in the 
extensive search for young Pamela 
Hollingsworth, lost in the heavily 
wooded state reservation around 
Albany, N. H. 


At 7:30 Friday night, in re- 
sponse to a radio call for volunteer 
workers to aid in the search, the 
staff of the third batallion decided 
to send several of its units. By 
midnight about eighty state guards- 
men, rounded up by means of an 
alarm list especially prepared for 
such emergencies, were on their 
way to the region in privately- 
owned automobiles convoyed by a 
special police detail. 


The men were quartered for the 
night at the Red Cross headquar- 
ters in the Albany Town Hall. Be- 
cause of the excitement there, they 
were able to get only occasional 
cat-naps, but, by next morning, they 
were fit enough to embark on an 
all-day intensive search. 


Led by their officers, several of 
whom are Andover men, and guid- 
ed by a National Forest ranger, the 
men spent Saturday combing the 
humid woodlands. Participating 
with them in this biggest man-hunt 
in New Hampshire history were 
Boy Scouts, C. C. C. workers, regu- 
lar army units, American Legion- 
naires and hundreds of unattached 
volunteers. They were directed by 
a field staff equipped with regional 
maps, and the areas previously 
covered and still to be searched 
were systematically recorded for a 
well-organized effort. 


The eighty state guardsmen from 
companies K, C, and M, including 
about eight Andover men, had, by 
Saturday night, been 24 hours at 
the scene of the disappearance. 
They were still not to be relieved 
until Sunday evening, which meant 
two full days with very little sleep. 
Realizing that they were having 
the first real test of their efficiency, 
however, they managed to keep go- 
ing through the ordeal. 


Saturday night, they relieved 
the regular army units who had 
spent the whole week, almost un- 
interruptedly, in guarding the 
tents, food, and equipment massed 
in Albany. Some of them took 
part in the intensive search all dur- 
ing the next day, to top off their 
first bivouac. 

Since Captain Kenneth L. Sher- 
man was unable to make the trip 
with the Andover contingent of 


Company L guardsmen, First Lieu- 
tenant William R. Hill was in 
charge of ‘their operations. His 
ranking officer, Major Donald Mc- 
Intyre, afterwards complimented 
him on the excellence of his work. 

The Andover men in the bat- 
talion, most of whom made the 
trip, are Sergeant Donald Dunn, 
Corporals Rudolph Johnson, Ben- 
jamin Dimlich, and Patrick Pappa- 
lardo of Burlington, formerly a 
physical culture instructor in the 
local public schools, and Privates 
James Morton, Albert Bourdelais, 
Garabed Dargoonian, Foster Zink, 
and Ralph Sturke. 


Company L, under Captain Sher- 
man’s direction, has become a well- 
organized unit since it was estab- 
lished a few months ago. Red Cross 
authorities in Albany remarked fa- 
vorably upon the enthusiasm and 
morale shown by them in their ef- 
forts last week-end. 


About half a dozen vacancies 
still exist on its roster, and new 
men, physically qualified and draft 
exempt, are welcomed as members. 
Drills are held every Wednesday 
night in the Lowell armory. Infor- 
mation about enlistment can be re- 
ceived from any of its Andover 
members. 


TOWN GOVERNMENT 


New Town Dump 


On and after next Wednesday, 
October 15, the public dump will 
be located in a triangle bounded 
by Chandler, Greenwood, and 
Ledge roads, and the old dump on 
High street will be closed, accord- 
ing to a recent announcement by 
the Board of Selectmen. 


Located near the site of an old 
and abandoned quarry in West An- 
dover, the new dump is expected to 
answer satisfactorily those objec- 
tions which led to its purchase. 
Following repeated complaints 
from residents of High street and 
Burnham road, near the old dump, 
the local selectmen decided, some 
time ago, to set aside a place in a 
more isolated neighborhood. After 
advertising for bids for a site, and 
receiving no takers, the board nar- 
rowed its choice to three or four 
possible locations, and, of these, 
the Chandler road location seemed 
by far the most suitable. 


Town workmen put up a guard 
rail at the junction of Ledge road, 
and Chandler road, and the new 
dump is now completely ready for

use. A small farmhouse, situated 
on the grounds, will serve as head- 
quarters for the caretaker, Robert 
Cairnie. 

A small quarry, unoccupied for 
many years, is located on the prem- 


ises, and a large one across Ledge- 


road, a small dirt thoroughfare 
connecting Chandler and Green- 
wood roads. So old is this quarry, 
in fact, that granite from it was 
used to form the south side of the 
Lawrence dam, now nearly one 
hundred years old. 


The old dump, near the junction 
of High street and Burnham road, 
has long been objectionable to resi- 
dents there. It was established 
before many of the houses there 
were built, and has considerably 
overgrown its neighborhood.Smoke, 
stench, and the fire hazard result- 
ing from the open burning of large 
quantities of waste, prompted 
homeowners to ask that another 
location be chosen as a dumping 
ground. j 

The new site is about three miles 
from the town centre. To get 
there, starting from the West 
church on Lowell street, you go 
down ‘Beacon street, directly oppo- 
site the church, for about half a 
mile, then take tthe first left onto 
Chandler road, which runs directly 
by the dump at its junction with 
Greenwood road.

Recently presented to the An- 
dover Voyageurs of Essex County 
Voiture 633 of the famed 40 and 8 
Society, a beautiful loving cup is 
now displayed in their trophy case 
as a symbol of their outstanding 
accomplishments during the past 
year. 

Perhaps the useful work per- 
formed by the 40 and 8 branch of 
the American Legion is too little 
appreciated by those who regard 
their chief activity as furnishing 
the fun at Legion gatherings. Actu- 
ally, the local voitures are com- 
posed of men picked for outstand- 
ing service to the Legion, and their 
work is more expensive and time- 
consuming than that of the Legion 
proper. 

The special service of the 40 and 
8 Society is in child welfare, and 
its motto is “A happy child in every 
home.” Preferring to aid individu- 
al cases rather than to work 
through organized social agencies, 
it keeps a close watch, in its own 
communities, for opportunities to 
help handicapped or underprivileged 
children. The local voyageurs even 
went so far, this year, as to buy a 
goat, feed it, house it, and milk it 
for six months, all for the sake of 
an undernourished local child for 
whose health goat’s milk was im- 
perative. 

Each year, Essex County Voiture, 
633, offers a cup for the outstand- 
ing work performed during the 
year by the 40 and 8 society of one 
of its 37 communities.

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Abbot Teachers Have Had 
Intimate War Experiences 


Depict Conditions In France Under German Occupation 


If you own a grand piano in occupied France, you’re just out 
of luck. That at least, was the experience of Senorita Estrella 
Fontenals, teacher of Spanish at Abbot, native of Spain, and 
witness of some of the most terrible parts of the invasion and 
conquest of France. Miss Fontenals had a grand piano at her 
villa in St. Nazaire, and the German general in charge of her 
area happened to be a composer. What can you say to a con- 
queror who wants to use your grand piano? 


Before we go any further, per-- 


haps we should mention that Miss 
Fontenals has just begun her duties 
at Abbot Academy, after living in 
Spain until the revolution broke 
out, and in France during the 
greater part of the present World 


War. Mile. Etienne Trouve, another 
new teacher at Abbot this year, has 
been in this country for only about 
seven months. Both have had a 
first-hand picture of the present 
war, and ‘both appreciate it as 
clearly as only Europeans, born and 
bred, can do. 

Miss Fontenals, for instance, re- 
ceived the early stages of her edu- 
cation in Madrid, getting her 
bachelor’s degree at ‘the University 
there, and attending the Institute 
Internationale de Senoritas, a sort 
of normal school run there under 
American auspices. At the begin- 
ning of the ‘Spanish Civil War, she 
was obliged to cross ‘the border to 
take a position as a teacher in the 
College of St. Stanislas in St. Naz- 
aire, France. 


WORK WITH THE RED CROSS 


After she had spent some time in 
France, however, the World War 
broke out. Feeling rather as if war 
made a point of following her 
around, she decided to see this one 
through. She was affiliated for a 
time with the Emergency Red 
Cross, working out of Paris, and 
taking charge of the Belgian and 
Spanish refugees pouring into 
France. On the termination of her 
service with the Red ‘Cross, she and 
her mother took up residence near 
Versailles, in St. Nazaire, where 
she had formerly taught. That the 
Germans would ever penetrate that 
far into France was, she thought, 
a rather remote possibility. 

Before long, however, that part 
of France became a scene of fren- 
zied confusion. The news of the 
German onrush became more and 
more alarming, and many of the 
people in the area began ito pack 
up and flee before the invader. 
Trucks, the family automobile, even 
small donkey carts were put into 
service, and hundreds of refugees, 
laden down with whatever of their 
household goods they thought worth 
salvaging, thronged the narrow 
country roads. 


“That,” said Miss Fontenals very 
gravely, “was what caused the 
downfall of France. The mass of 
refugees and their vehicles’ so 
blocked the roads as. to impair the 
progress of the French army, and 
the fact that they were bombed re- 
peatedly, and pursued by the motor- 
cycle troops and tanks of the Ger- 
mans, only added to their confusion. 
Burning automobiles, wounded ani- 
mals, and desperate villagers could 
be seen everywhere. It was the 
war’s most pitiful sight.’ 
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TO FLEE OR NO TO FLEE 
Before this disorderly evacua- 
tion of ‘St. Nazaire, she said, it was 
hard to decide whether to trust 
one’s safety to ‘this panic-stricken 
mob, or wait the rumored horrors 


of the German occupation. HEventu- 
ally she decided on the latter 
course, and, as ‘things turned out, 
it proved to be a wiser decision. 

As the Germans neared her town, 
Miss Fontenals bought up all the 
supplies she could, and barricaded 
herself and her aged mother inside 
their villa on the outskirts. Peeping 
out through the closed shutters one 
morning, she saw the arrival of the 
German vanguard. The town was 
occupied without resistance, and or- 
der was quickly established. ? 

Considering it now, she can find 
little but to admire in the forced 
German regime. The soldiers were 
well-ordered and disciplined, and a 
temporary civil government was 
quickly set up in the local army 
headquarters. Townspeople were 
forbidden to leave their homes. ex- 
cept at certain stipulated periods. 
In cases of extreme emergency, 
they were obliged to come out with 
their hands up and report imme- 
diately to the center of army op- 
erations, where whatever was 
necessary, medical care, food, fuel, 
was given under direct German 
supervision. 


LOOTING FORBIDDEN 


Miss Fontenals emphasized strong- 
ly that there was no looting, or 
disorder of any kind. One neigh- 
bor of hers saw a German soldier 
steal her ‘bicycle, the chief means 
of transportation in France at that 
particular time. She reported the 
theft immediately to headquarters, 
and was able to identitfy the er- 
rant soldier. When his guilt was 
clearly established, she saw him 
shot down before her very eyes. 


Articles necessary for military 
use were, of course, confiscated, 
and many of the citizens were 
obliged to quarter soldiers in their 
homes, but full records were made 
of such transactions, and full recom- 
pense was promised when things 
got a little more settled. 

That, of course, applied only to 
homes occupied by ‘their rightful 
owners. Those which had been de- 
serted were systematically stripped 
by the German authorities, or con- 
verted to army use. Several times. 
Miss Fontenals saw expensive Gob- 
belins tapestries, the best and most 
expensive variety in all France, 
being used by the German soldier 
to clean their ‘boots. 


NEWSPAPERS STILL RELIED ON 

Newspapers in the occupied ter- 
ritory continued publication under 
German direction. The strange 
thing about it was that, for the 
first few weeks, the French people 


were quite ready to believe any- 
thing they read in’ the papers, and 
it was some time before they recog- 
nized the old publications as 
vehicles for German propaganda. 
NNewspapers were not the only 
change in the comfortable French 
way of life. No coal could be ob- 
tained, and the people were obliged 
to keep’ their houses closed tight, 
to preserve the heat in them. Miss 


Fontenals suffered several severe 
cases of frostbite, during one of 
France’s coldest winters, in travel- 
ing around the countryside by bi- 
cycle, trying to obtain necessary 
supplies of food and fuel. 


She is able to take it all quite 
philosophically now, though. She 
rather likes the idea of fighting for 
food, fighting for shelter, fighting 
for warmth, and all the other things 
that our comfortable civilization 
has made us take pretty much for 
granted. It gives the people a lot 
more sturdiness and self-reliance, 
she thinks, to do without food, 
medicine, disinfectants, not to men- 
tion such luxuries as books, candy, 
radios. France may become a 
stronger nation through the Ger- 


man occupation, she thinks, because 


of the stringencies imposed by it.

Clothing, and the materials for 
making it, ‘having become so scare, 
the French are now wearing stand- 
ardized patterns cut from synthetic 
materials. When your leather shoes 
wear out, nowadays, you take to 
wearing wooden ones, colored red, 
or ‘blue, or whatever your favorite 
color happens to be. Silk stock- 
ings. are entirely lacking, and the 
ladies have taken to painting their 
legs tan, with ‘the usual black 
seams in back. A new synthetic 
material is being used for clothing, 
all available stocks of ordinary fab- 
rics being converted to the uses of 
the invaders. 


REAL BIG BROTHER STUFF 


On the whole, the German army 
of occupation is trying to be friend- 


ly to the native population. When 
they enter a village, their first act 
is to buy up the candy supply for 
distribution to the children. They 
even feed the rabbits and other 
pets left behind in the hurried evac- 
uation of some towns. As a matter 
of fact, the German commander in 
St. Nazaire was only dissuaded 
from giving a tea for the ladies of 
the town by ‘the undeniable fact 
that none of them would attend. 
That’s the way it is; the friendlier 
they are, the more they are snubbed 


by their helpless victims, giving an- 
other proof that the way of the 
transgressor is shard. 


IN A LISBON MINISTRY 


Mlle. Etienne Trouve, the other 
new teacher at Abbot from over- 
seas, has lived in this country only 
three months, At the ibeginning of 
the war, she was teaching in a col- 
lege in Metz, deep in the heart of 
France. Because of ther experience 
and linguistic ability, she was as- 
signed by high government officials 
to the Ministry of Information and 
Press at Lisbon, Portugal. She has 
not returned to France since. 

Americans, thinks Miss Trouve, 
are the most generous and warm- 
hearted people in the world. After 
becoming an instructor in a Portu- 
guese school, when she had com- 
pleted her service with the min- 
istry there, she began to be beset 
with doubts about the security of 
her future. She was taken in hand, 
however, by a_ kindly American 
couple who helped her to go to a 
more promising country, the United 
States. 


SHE LIKES THESE AMERICANS 

Shortly afterwards, she left 
Portugal for this country, and be- 
came an exchange student at Wil- 
liam and Mary College. During the 
past summer, she was a teacher 
ihere, specializing in philology. 
Though she has lived in this coun- 
try such a short time, she has great 


admiration for the American char- 


acter. 

France today, she says, is in a 
sorry condition. She is informed 
that large numbers of the advanced 
French intellectuals are now in con- 
centration camps, and that German 
spies are present in every class- 
room to see that nothing is taught 
contrary to German interest. She 
is confident, however, that France 
will some day have a new lease on 
life, and when the time comes, she 
hopes to be a part of it. Right 
now, she is content to live in com- 
fort and freedom, right here in 
Andover.

The Job’s Only Started 


There’s a man coming to Andover 
tonight who, although not a resi- 
dent of the city of Lawrence, is 
one of the best friends that city 
ever had. His name is Ulysses Lu- 
pien and there are a good many 
people in our neighboring city who 
don’t care particularly for him. 

Mr. Lupien is going to address 
the members of the Service Club 
this evening, and in his talk he will 
very probably tell the local mem- 
bers what he has been doing in the 
city of Lawrence. For years he has 
been connected with the Pacific 
Mills, and in his trips.to work he, 
no doubt, heard much about Law- 
rence politics, much that apparent- 
ly everybody but the top city of- 
ficials and the district attorney 
were acquainted with. Governor 
Saltonstall picked on Mr. Lupien 
to head the Civil Service commis- 
sion and Mr. Lupien immediately 
went to work to clean up politics 
in Lawrence. Today, some of the 
former and present office holders 
are now in jail, having been found 
guilty by the County Superior 
Court of various charges connected 
with malfeasance in office, pri- 
marily job selling. 


For years there has been rumor 
after rumor about job selling in our 
neighboring city, but nobody ever 
did anything about it. The people 
knew it and they kept on voting 
for the same class of office holder. 
The governing officials must have 
known it and yet they did nothing 
about it. Our district attorney is a 


Methuen man and he did nothing 
about it. It really is to Lawrence’s 
discredit that finally it took a man 
from outside the city to start on 
the long-delayed job of eliminating 
from office those men who were un- 
worthy of the public trust. 

The most amazing thing about 
all this has been that the city of 
Lawrence itself has not become at 
all disturbed. At present, the police 
end fire departments are being run 
from the Bssex County Prison 
farm, and there seems to have 
been no outrageous feeling about 
that condition. Certainly the Mayor 
and the other members of the gov- 
erning board should have found 
some way to have taken over con- 
trol of those two departments from 
the man whom an impartial jury 
had found guilty of selling jobs; 
yet they have just let the alderman 
continue to run his department 
from prison. There is an election 
coming up and nobody seems to 
worry at all about who will win 
the election, just at a time when 
the voters of that city should be 
up in arms and eager to get a truly 
honest man to run the various de- 
partments. The city apparently 
lacks anybody with sufficient cru- 
sading spirit to really go out and 
make a campaign for decency in 
the government. Those who have it 
in their power seem to want to 
wash their hands of the whole 
thing rather than do their duty to 
the public. 

Commissioner Lupien has started 
the job; only the voters of Law- 
rence can finish it, and they have 
to be intelligently led. 


What De 
You Think?

Why don’t you write an editorial 
about: the poor placing of bus stops 


on Main street in Andover? Two 
poor stops that contribute greatly 
to the dangers which beset the pe- 
destrian and motorist alike are lo- 
cated in the center of the town. 
When buses come from Lawrence 
they drive into the area in front of 
the Gas Company office. From one 
point of view this is excellent. It 
is very easy for them to get in 
that space and pedestrians can 
cross the street under the guidance 
of the police officer. Yet this 
position of the bus makes it very 
difficult for cars coming around 
that particular corner, and it is 
twice as difficult when the bus tries 
to get out into the road again. The 
reason why parking is usually pro- 
hibited near corners is so that cars 
can make the turn easy, and cer- 
tainly letting a bus stand at that 
corner doesn’t help. The same 
situation applies in front of the 
town house. Here the cars coming 
out of Park street can’t see what is 
coming down Main street, for the 
bus completely obscures the vision. 
Something should be done to elim- 
inate these traffic hazards before 
something serious happens. 

Why don’t you write an editorial 
about: the inactivity of the street 
lighting committee in not do- 
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ing anything about lighting Main 
street more effectively? The police 


department and the highway safety 
committee have both, it is under- 
stood, spoken to the street lighting 
committee about this matter, but 
nothing has been done despite the 
fact that apparently funds are 
available for such work. If a car 
comes along some night and, be- 
cause of inadequate lighting, hits 
a pedestrian, whose fault will that 
be?

Monday, October 6th, the Junior 
High School filed into the Memorial 
Auditorium prepared to listen to a 
very interesting speech given by 
William F. Higgins of the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles. Mr, Lovely, prin- 
cipal of Punchard, introduced Mr.

The reason for these is 
that people cannot foretell the ac- 
tions of the car or pedestrian. 

Mr. Higgins also reviewed the 
south shore accident in which a 
boy took his father’s car and picked 
up some of his friends. They en- 
couraged him to drive faster, which 
he did, and so doing, lost control 
of the automobile, ran off the road 
and into a telegraph pole. Three 
were killed and two were crippled 
for life. 

After Mr. Higgins’ inspiring 
speech, a film was shown. The first 
part of the picture showed how an 
automobile engine is constructed, 
and the latter part told how a per- 
son should drive his car.
